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Subſtantial and Tudidinis Gem lemen,coneerned 
in the American Plantations ,T had thereby 
the opportunity of underſtanding throughlys-the 
reat advantage redounting to that City;from 
ndextakings of this nature, and rational 
gromids of Conjefure __ That their Com- 
merce with that place-of the World, 
hath been one of the greateſt Improve- 
ments of thar ' rade, they have for ma- 
ny years enjoycd , which hath rendered 
ir now one'ot the moſt conſiderable Ci-

Methods I propoſed to my ſelf, in Order to this, 
of diſcourſing at large with ſuch as ha4 been 
in the ſeyeral Plantations, by putting ſuch in- 
terrogators to them thereanent , as I judged- 
moſt proper, for informing my ſelf in all things 
relative to that knowledge , 1 julzed requiſit 
for my own clear information, and for being 2 
foundation to a Deſign I then began to frame, 
of being therein my ſelf ſome way intereſted, 
And tho I found one and the ſame accompt 
given me in Solution of the moſt material 
Dneftions I propoſed; Tea, from ſeveral hands, 
who were ſuch , whoſe knowledge in other 
things with the good Charafter they generally 
went under , obliged me to notice their infor- 
mation as truth without the leaſt jealouſing the 
Verity of the accompt they gaveme; yet for 
my more full ſatisfaftion , T propoſed what 1 
judged would contribute mor: clearly to my full 
underſtanding that affair,to wit, the peruſal of 
all the Geographical deſcriptions of theſe places 
in America inhebited by the Engliſh, 

The firſt thing which offered to my view, in 
this ſearch, was a queſtion in it ſelf , both 
pleaſant and material , What way the 
continent of America came firſt to be in-

wholly'unknown to the-Europeans., Afia- 
ticke and Africans , till the late diſcovery. . 
thereof by Americus Veſputizs, and: Criſto- 
phorus Columbus, ſince by all cicumitan- 
ces, it 1s appatent that it. hath been long 
inhabited : Laetires in his. diſcourſe anent the 
Original of the Americans, Peclaring, I hat 
the Spaniards deſtroyed. thirty millions of 
them in theſe parts of America, uſurped 
by them , which is notthe 100. part'of 
that continent, And fince it is by all a- 
reed, that after the Flood, Noah and his 
three Sons had their habitations in ſome 
parts of Aſia; there being no probable eviden-+. 
cies that any. of their Deſcendants led out the. 
firſt Collontes thither, being ſo divided frm 
the reſt of the Warld, to wits from. the Welt- 
ern coaſt of Europe, and Africa, by #be vaſt: 
Arlantick Ocean, from the North parts of: 
Europe, by the great frozen Seas lying. 'be- 
twixt it and Green-land, : appearing to be the: 
Northern Ccaſt. of America , from the 
Northern part of Aſia, Tartaria and Caz 
that., by the Frerura Annium , ' from the 
Faſt part of China, and the. Philippine 
Iflands, by thb& Oceanus Pacificus., above 
2900. Leagues in breadth , and divided from 
the great Litely diſcovered Iſland Delphago 
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by the Straits of Magellan ; and that Iſland 
divided again from the uttermsſt Southern 
Continent (ef any be ) by a great Sea not 
formerly knownto the Europeans, and Alta- 
ticks, heing divided from Alia and Africa, 
by the great Indian Occan , lately diſcove- 
red by De La Mers Navigation; the only 
probable means of ſuch a Migration , being of 
a far later perfeftion, than what could anſwer 
ſuch a population of ſo great a continent. 

To this apparently difficult queſtion 
TI find a very ſatisfying anſwer given 
verie fullie by the Learned Hales, 
bis Aſſertion, to wit, T hat notwithſtand- 
ing theſe apparent difficulties, a Migrati- 
on unto America from the Delcendants of 
Adam, and Noah, wasnot onely poflible, 
but probable , that the ſamine was ſuc- 
celfive , that tho the time or manner of 
theſe Migrations cannot certainly be de- 
fined, yer many of them were long {ince, 
{ome P de of years z Yct afiter the 
univerſal Deluge: , that the means of 
this Tranſmigration of the Deſcendents 
of Adamand Noah, from Afis unto Ame- 
rica, hath been both by Sea and Land, 
That the readieſt means of the Migra- 
tion of Colonics unto the Weſtern World = 
AZ} from 
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from the "IE, - by the help of Na- 
vigation, whereof much might be caſ-* 
ual by Tempeſts , or contrary Winds. 
But the more Principlefrom defign, he judging 
it probable , that the ule of Ships was nor 
unknown to the Old World before the 
Flood, thonot in that perteCtion that aft- 
ter; Butthat the Ark of Noah , being 
an exaCt piece of ArihzteFrwre , did give a 
patron for Veſſels 'ot a greater burden, 
that from that time the skill of making 
and navigating Ships had been certainly 
1mproved, Heathnish Hiſtories - giving us 
accompt , that Navigation was ancient among 
the Grecians, eſpeciallie among the Pheni- 
cians, T yrians, and Carthaginians. Pliny 
in bis Natural Hiſtory , relating, hat the 
Navigation of the Argonauts to Colchis for 
the Golden Fleece , happened abour 1000. 
years after ' the Flood - And that 200. 
years before that , Danavs ſailed out of 
Apypt vnto Greece. And tho there be no ex- 
preſs mention of the Pixis Nantica for ma- 
nieyears, after the mention of the uſe of Navi- 
gation, yet the ſame Author relates, T hat the 
- Phenicians ſteered their Courſe by obſer- 
yation of the Stars. 

Ent the Sacred Scripture gives a better 
accompt 
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accompt of the Antiqu A of Navigation , Ja- 
&þb died 600. years y uh the Flood, yet be 
mentioned Ships and Havens for ſhipping, 
as things well known ; and particularlie S1- 
don. as a great Port for ſhipping, where 
Zebulons Lott was to be caſt, Gen. 49. 13. 


 Balaam 7#n the time of Moles mentions; the 


Ships of Chittim, or Grecians, as a known 
thing, Numb. 24.24. In the Reign of 
Solomon, the T 'yrians are noticed as expert 
Seamen, be having a Navie upon the Coaſt of 
the Red-Sea ; from thence making Voyages 
with the T yrans to Ophir , «nd Tarſhiſh, 
places apparentlie inthe Eaſt-Indies , thence 
bringing Gold and other Commodities, 1 Chr:

The Hiſtories of all ſucceeding Ages of the 
Grecians end Perſtans, of the Tyrians, 
Phenicians and Carthaginians , of the Ro- 
mans, Agvptians and Chinenſes ; And in 
the latter times of the Venetians, Sicilians 
and Rhodians, Spaniſh, Dutch, French, 
and Engliſh , give #s a full accompt , how 
Sednlons and Tnduſtrious all Maritim Coaſts 
have been in advancing of Navigation in mul- 
tiplying of Shipping , in Merchandizing and 
Trading in ſearching out an d ſubduing For- 
raign Countries, when either afflicted at home 
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by war, er otherw 
nous. ' 
And therefore ſayes the forecited Author, as 
latter years, hath given us of this Age witneſs 
of the Tranſplantations to America , from 
Spain, France, Portugal, England, Scot- 
land, and Holland , and ſome Ages before 
that have given inſtances of Tranſplantations 
f'om Norway unto Green-land , and I(e- 
land ; So it appears not onely poſſible, but pro- 
bable, that either by Caſality or Tempeſt , or 
by Intention and Deſign , © either for Lucre of 
Gold, or for disburthening of the Countries 
fur-charged with multitudes of Inhabitants, 
or by greatneſs of mind , affefting Noble Un- 
dertakings, or by Reaſon of Hardjhips,Oppreſ- 
fron, and Warrs at home, or by ſome of all 
tbeſe wayes, ſeveral parts of this great Conti- 
nent, at ſeveral times have been planted with 
Inhabitants, which through proceſs of time, 
bave multiplied unto theſe many Nations , and 
have forgot ther Original,and the Manners, Re- 
ligions , and Cultomes of theſe People -\ffron 
whom they deſcended in Alta , Europe, or 
Africa: 
His Judgement is , T hat the Countries 
in Afia and Ewrope , which with greateſt 
probabilicy, havye firſt Peopled Ameriez 
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appear to be the £25 , the Norwegians:; 
the Tartars, or Scythians . the Phenicign#* 
Carthaginians , or the Chineſes ; Not ment- 
tioning the late Migrations .of the Spaniſh, 
French, Portuguize, Dutch, Engliſh,” or

Door Powels relates 5 "That an 11 70; 
Madozh one of the Sons of Owen Guixeth,, 
went over twice unto the Northern coaſt 
of America,and made there a Britiſh plan- 
tation ; This is at large proſecuted by Lac- 
tlus in his ſecond Obſervation. 

Grotius hath ſome Obſervations touthing 
the Migrations of the Norwegians. Lacetius

| forts of ſmal Flate-fiſh ; The Bay, alſo, and 


Hudſons River > are plentifully bored with 
Scrugeon, and other ScaLfſh , Eills, and 
Shel-fiſh , 4s Oyſters, in abundance. 


This Countrey is alſo plentifully, ſupplied 
with Lively-ſprings, Rivolets, Inland-Ri- 
vers , and creeks, which fall into the Sea , 
and Hudſons-River , in which alla there is 
vavietie of Freſh-fih , and water Fow!. 


There are little hills from Rariton River, 
which is about the middle of this Province ,

Tr true, the firſt difficulty meets People in 
Planting -there , is the cutting down Wood 
( Tho having ſome Meadow intermixt already 
well covered with Hay, i a great eaſe )yet the 
trouble is compenſed by the advantage, which 
the timber being cut down, yeelds, being good 
Oake, fit for Shipping and Maſts ; and alſo 
Cheſuute. Walnut, Poplar, Cdar, Aſh,Fir; And 
alſo, by the fertility of the Soyl, being «leared, 
which yeelds a vaſt increaſe not only of Indean 
Corn, which is a very wholſome Food, but 
of Engltth grain,as Wheat and Barley, where- 
of it uſually yeelds betwixt the 20. and Joth, | 
fold, and with far leſs labour ( the timber be- 
ing once removed ) then in Britan. And to

This. Countrey alſo , produceth good Flax, 
and Hemp, which they now ſpine, and Manu- 
fafture into Linnen Chath, & the very Barrens 
there ( as they are called ) are not like moſt 
in Btitain, but produceth Graſs fit for Graz- 
ing Cattle in Summer time ; There is alſo u- 
on Ground ( already cleared ) (tore of good 
fl oliſh Claver.Graſs grow1ng; the Countrey 
is well ftored with wild Deir, Counies, and 
wild Fowl of ſeveral ſorts, As Turkeys, 
Pigeons, Partridges, Plevers, Quaills, wild 


: Swans, and Geeſe, Ducks in great plenty ; It 


produceth variety of good and delicious Fruits; 
as Grapes , Plumes , « Mulberries , and alſo 
Appricocks, Peaches, Pears , Apples, Duin- 
ches , Water Millons ; which arein England 
planted in Orchards and Gardens ; but grow 


' there with fare leſs lahour; an1 many mare 


Frans , which come not to perfedion in Eng- 
land ,, are the more natural produdt of this 
Corentrey. It is thought . Olives world 
grow well there ; and being @nre of 
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Malberrie Trees , Silk-worms would do well 
there ; for they were tryed in V irpinia , 'and 
proved very well,, if the lazineſs of the Peo- 
ple, and there being wholly. ſet upon Tobacco , 
and the Intereſt of Merchants , who were a- 
fraid it might ſpoil their Silk:Trade from the 
Ytaits , had not hindered. 


Toſhew how FPrutt-Trees da advance in that © 
Comntrey, , it is credibly reported , that about 
Burlingtown , in Welt Jerſey , which is . 
Northernly then the greateſt part of this Pro- 
vince , from an Apple-tree-Seed in four years, 
( without grafting ) there ſprung a tree , 
that in the fourth year bore ſuch a quaintitie of 
Apples , as yeelded a barrell of Syaer. 


There is there alſa , great flore of Horſes , 
Cowes, Hoggs , and ſome ſheep., which may 
be bought at reaſonable pryces with Engliſh , 
money , or Engliſh Commodities , or mans 
Jabour'; where goods and money are wanting . 


For Minerals , It is thought there are not 
wanting, of ſeveral- ſorts, For there is an 
Tron-wark already ſet up , where there is good 
Iron made; And alſo , there is diſcovered al- 
1eady abundance of Blaak: Lead.
